to b e seen outside of metropolitan c» n- 
tres, and the opportunities to visit 
them should b e very generally appre- 
ciited. 
Lest there b e, however, disap­ 
pointment in certain quarters, we wi6h 
to say in closing, that in an etching we 
do not look for the b eauty of a finished 
work. 
The province of the etching is 
more 
in the nature of suggestion. 
Etchings are sketches which incite 
thought and educate the imagination. 
As the master in literature with a few 
strokes of his pen can reveal to the 
mind sketches which, without the pe­ 
rusal of elab orate details, the reader’s 
imagination clothes with b eauty: so 
the master etcher with a few b old 
strokes of his needle produces the same 
effect in the artist-soul of the b eholder. 
The b eauty of an etching is in strength 
of outline rather than in firmness of 
drawing. Their merit lies in the fact 
that they are thought-producers along 
art lines.__________________

tuiis, eith er on h er own part or by sug­ 
gestions to oth er.s.

‘J ak*! th e same care witli each de­ 
tail as an arti.st would in working out
